103D HOUSTON INAUGURAL DATE 


AUSTIN, 
Oct. 8—(/P)—October 22 
next year, marking the 103rd an- 
nicersary of the Inauguration of 
General Sam Houston as the first 
elected president of the Republic 
of Texas, today was officially des- 
ignated as "Texas Day" at tho 
Now York World's Fair.

"If leaders of organized labor 
can make and keep peace be- 
tween various opinions and fac- 
tions within the labor group it- 
self, It will vastly increase the 
prestige of labor with the coun-

WASHINGTON, Oct. «.— W)— 
Even when a hurricane strikes a 
whole section of the country, a 
railroad president testified today, 
railroads suffer worse than their 
competitors.
